H'AVE you «ver heard tome- 
one say "Why do you save 
stamps?" or, "Why do you spend 
money for stamps that are al- 
ready cancelled?" Perhaps you 
have heard the same thing said 
in a different way however, the 
following will give you an idea 
of why others save stamps. 

Stamp collecting it trie most 
popular hobby among men, 
women and children of all walks 
of life. Kings, presidents, 
bankers, bootblacks, end the kid 
around the corner, all have a 
common interest in stamps. Its 
their hobby and they get many 
hours of pleasure from their col- 
lections whether it be in a hand- 
some leather bound album or a 
dime notebook. 

To the boy collector, large col- 
orful pictorials, odd shapes or 
stamps from far away places 
may meet his fancy. The adult 
collector may go in for rare er- 
rors or advanced stamps. But, 
no matter whether it is the boy 
who spends a few pennies for his 
stamps or the adult who spends 
many dollars, the interest in their 
hobby is the same.
